The main trouble with 
the Philips League 
relegation system is that 
it's manipulated. 

Already we begin to 
hear pleas on behalf of 
West Adelaide that 
should they be dropped, 
the city of Adelaide will 
be left with one PSL 
team only, a blow to the 
public. 

In actual fact, it’s a 
blow to the West 
Adelaide public only as 
the fans of rival Adelaide 
City hardly attend games 
at Hindmarsh in any 
large numbers. 

There Is a lot to 
recommend the harsh 
but universally accepted 
method of automatically 
relegating teams. 

The clubs — officials, 
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players and tans — are 
Spurred -on to do 
everything possible to 
stave off such a disaster. 

Here they merely 
shrug their shoulders 

and prepare to argue 
their case around Sir Ar- 
thur's round table. 

A certain ad- 
ministrative review of a 
relegated team’s fate is 
an enormous disincen- 
tive for the club to try a 
lot harder. 
| firmly believe that if 

we had a_ proper 
promotion and 
relegation system, based 
on the State Leagues 
being regarded as the 
current PSL second 
division, we'd have a 
healthier competition. 

Within a few weeks 
only two or three teams 
will be still in the race for 
the championship title. 

Having abolished the 
Top Four series, a lot of 
teams won't care a great 
deal whether they finish 
third or tenth arid thus 
the standard of games 
willsuffer. 

To a lesser degree, the 
same will happen at the 
bottom where teams 
likely to be relegated will 
throw in the towel and 
concentrate on lobbying 
to stay up rather than 
fight on the field not to 
go down. 

Really, after —_five 
seasons of PSL, we 
would deserve a more 
solid and logical system 
than the one we have 
now where the ignoble 
art of horse-trading and 
not results determine 
who should come in or go 
out of our premier 
league.
